The iraproBBion has gone out that Ibo 
olaaa of officers commonly kaOWD as 
•Stipendiary Majjislratos/ aad amongBt 
whoso munifold functions are oomprisod 
thoao of County Court Judges, are to 
pass imotho Dominion along with the 
Colony, and, by virUio oi" thoir poaiiion 
as County Court Judges, aro to beooino 
Federal officjorfl. Tbo impression is, wo 
havo ovory rcaaon to bellovo, sabstan- 
tially correct, it will firarcely bo nooe- 
Bsary to say that this impreasioa has 
given rise to no litllo dissatiiifaotion. 
-Hot that there is any objeotion to the 
Stipondiiiry Mugistutos becoming offi- 
cers of the Federal Goverumont. Not 
that there is luiy deairo that the {,'OutlG- 
men filling tbcBO puEitions Rhould not 
drift iDto.'/,a good thing." The feelin- 
atiseB entirely from a very general and, 
to 0"0t>lhinklDg, well grounded couvicL- 
ioi|that;'i}ieBO Magistrates do not pos- 
BCBs' those qualifications which would fit 
them for 'the position of Ooanlry Court 
Judges, As a class of ofBoers thoy aro 
bqthi respectable and rcpected, nnd t!iey 
have for the most part,conducted them- 
selveB in suoh a way ai to be a credit 
toHbe Colony. But they lack that 
oar<l?nal proroquiaite to a seat on the 
Bench— a legal training. Our County 
Courts give wido jurisdiction and deal 
with intricate questions of law dediand- 
ing legal acumen equally with the Su« 
preme Court. It will bo admitted that 
rospeotability, integrity, gentlemanly 
bearing and goodness of intention onniioi 
possibly luako up for tho absence of a 
knowledge ol luw. A thorough .legal 
training is ouo essential, fundamental 
iugrediunt in making up the County 
Court Judge. In Canada Bucb 
a qaalif-oation is regarded as a sine 
qua non for a Beat on ibo Ooutity Court 
Benob, and even id the Diviiion Couri, wiih 
their jurifldicUon restricted lo £20, the 
same qualification is required. But it will 
be uDDeoaseary to multiply words upon thlB 
point, ot the sonadnesB of the propositioD 
mastrVid'ily 'be Boggested to tho reader's 
reflectioDi and none aro more cooBoioos of 
tbistbap the Stipendiary Magistrates them- 
Belves. They know, feel and admit that 
they ocenpy a false poaition every time ibey 
are called opoQ to ail as County Court 
Judges. Under Coufederation the Federal 
GoverDmeol will provide and pay our Coun- 
ty Court JuJges, and very irreat diasati»fac- 
tion would te occaHioQad should tho judges 
of the TuciUe Provioca be dealituie of legal 
training, while ttioae of the other ProTinooi 
are the^^flowei^ of the Bat. Indeed, U wonld 
be driieDlt . to believe that the Domloion 
GtbVetnmeDt'wonld knowingly becoma a party 
to anoh an arraagement. Wblis adberiog 
to,theae general principles, it may, perhaps, 
tand to allay public anxiety and discoDlent 
to know that, olt!ioui5h oar County IJouris 
will remaiu ae ihey are uniil altured after tho 
colony Bhull have bjooino a Trovinco of'the 
Dominiou, ihtro ii raally no intention to par . 
potuato a Bjatem by which the Siipecdiary 
Magisiratos will coniiDue to act as County 
Court Judges. Having entered tho Do- 
minion on that basis, and having theiehy 
become Federal ofhcers, it will devolve 
upon the geoarul j;ovt:rnment to mako dao 
provision for them; and wo believe we are
